“A German victory over the Italians) 
will not he’p them im we,keep striking | 
hard in Flanders. I[t is a maxim tin 
war never to allow the strategy to be 
diverted to the enemy and every move 
of our enemy now is an attempt to 
create a Aiversion from the western 
front,” 

Taking the view that the German 
success is due partly to treachery and 
that the Germans are using the same 
| tools in Italy as those wih which the 
| Russian armies were betrayed, the 
Post deciares, “Lot our statesmen 
awake and counter these activities 
This may be of even more service than 
any milltary ald we can render.’ 

The Post, nevertheless, assumes that

western front also wil! be furnished 
and urged Italians to hold on until 
succor arrives, |

When one visits Biclaski's office 
these days one becomes aware of his 
Intense activity.

His thoughts always 
seem to travel ahead of his language.

When one meets him one tnuatinct- 
ively fcels the wonderful physical and 
mental power that is his. Ten vears 
of office-work have not deprived him 
of the easy, lithe movement of the 
athlete. One recalls the story of a 
certain gentleman who once proposed 
to bulldoze him and concluded with a 
statement of certain things he would 
like to do if he wasn't In Bielaski's of- 
fice; and how the chief of the Bureau 
of Criminal Investigation climbed out 
of his chair and eagerly urged his vis- 
itor not to let that fact worry him a 
little bit—and how the visitor, after 
studying Bielaski's build, subsided. 

A peaceful visitor like the Union 
writer finds nothing actively aggres- 
|sive about Bielaski’s ordinary pose. 
He epeaks in a low, crisp voice, but

For the rest, Bielaski lives in Chevy 
|Chase, Md. He is married. Every 
jmorning he arises at an unearthliy 
| hour and works in his garden or takes 
|a long walk before breakfast. Then 
jhe travels several miles to his office. 
| Frequently it is dark before he starts 
}on his homeward trip. His work oc- 
jcupies him solely these days.

He is never nervous, never irritable, 
and apparently doesn't know the

Employer’s Course 


The Proclamation issued under the Military Service Act calls Class One men—bachelors and 
widowers without children (not otherwise excepted) who were 20 years old on the 13th Oct., 1917, and whose 
34th birthday did not occur before Jan, Ist, 1917. 


The claim for exemption may be made by the man himself, by his employer or by a near relative. 
practicable, not more than one claim should be made in respect of any man. 


For reasons 


paragraph, the claim is often best made by the employer. 
When Employer Should Make Claim for Exemption 


Where claim for exemption is based on the assumptioh that it is in the national interest that the man should, 
instead of being employed in Military Service, be engaged in other work in which he is habitually engaged, it is 
usually preferable that the claim be made by the EMPLOYER, inasmuch as the decision of the claint will involve 
amongst other things, a consideration of the nature of the business, the number of men employed, etc. 


Medical Examination 
It will simplify the employer’s problem if all Class One men in his employ present themselves for Medical 


Examination at the nearest Medical Board Centre. 


So far as

Upon examination they will be placed in Medical Categories--A, B, C, or E. Class One men placed in Cate- 
gories B, C, or E satisfy immediate requirements if they attach the medical report they will receive to their 


claim for exemption. 


Where an employer claims exemption for an employee on the ground that it is expedient in the national 
interest that the man should continue in the work in which he is habitually engaged, he should attach to the 
claim for exemption a statement and a schedule as follows: 


The Emplover’s Statement 

Total number of employees, grouping them according to their respective occupations and qualifications, and 

stating the number in each group, Indicate the possibility or otherwise of replacing the labor of Class One men 

with the labor of those not in the statutory class called up, or of women; also the extent to which the withdrawal 

of men in the statutory class would affect the busine’s, the reason for considering that the carrying on of the 
business is in the national interest, and such other facts and circumstances as may appear to be relevant. 


The Employer's Schedule 

This should state the names, ages and occupations of all Class One men employed, noting against each name 
whether or not claim for exemption is being made, and whether in the employer's opinion, exemption, if granted, 
should be conditional on the man's continuing his present occupation, or whether it would suffice if exemption 
were granted for one, two, or more months, as the case may be.
